Claims Nos.: 15,17-19 

Present claims 15 and 17-19 relate to a compound defined by reference to 
a desirable characteristic or property, namely that It binds specifically 
to the defensm polypeptide according to any one of claims 1-8 The 
claims cover all compounds having this characteristic or property 
whereas the application provides support within the meaning of Article 6 
PCT and disclosure within the meaning of Article 5 PCT for no such 
compounds. In the present case, the claims so lack support, and the 
application so lacks disclosure, that a meaningful search over the whole 
of the claimed scope is impossible. Independent of the above reasoning 
the claims also lack clarity (Article 6 PCT). An attempt is made to 
define the compound by reference to a result to be achieved. Again this 
lack of clarity in the present case 1s such as to render a meaningful 
search over the whole of the claimed scope impossible.
